He 
moved as an amendment to the resolution 
before them that they obtain counsel’s 
opinion as to whether the Ministry of Local 
Government was justified in imposing condi- 
tions with the allocation of the grant.

A strong party on the Corporation was 
opposed to the acceptance of this condi- 
tion, and an amendment by the Labour 
Party was defeated only by the Lord Mayor’s 
casting vote.

Now that the 
Tailteann Games have been arranged 
definitely, the duty of every Dubliner is 
to help to make his city worthy of its 
visitors. If the people will look after the 
cleansing, the decorations will take care of 
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Common Ground. 

The unifying influences in Irish life are 
precious things, and we can diminish their 
virtues only by expecting too much from 
them. A national zeal for science and 
letters is among the strongest and finest 
of these influences. Yesterday North and 
South came together on common ground 
when the Royal Irish Academy, for the 
first time in history, held a meeting in 
Belfast. Under the terms of the Academy á 
charter it has now’ two Visitors—the 
Governor-General of the Free State and 
the Governor of Northern Ireland, Sqme 
months ago Mr, Healy . received the 
Academy’s formal homage, and a like 
tribute was paid yesterday to the Duke 
of Abercorn.

A Call to Science. 


Great Britain is still in the throes of 
the most violent outbreak of foot-and- 
mouth disease that has occurred in recent 
years. It is true that the number of cases 
reported last week showed a decrease upon 
the previous four weeks, but the improve- 
ment is only comparative; for 229 cases 
occurred in the week which ended last 
Friday. The gross Lill for compensation 
amounts to . £2,314,000 and the total 
‘number .of animals that have been 
slaughtered is 139,030. The policy of 
slaughter always has been favoured in 
Great Britain and Ireland; it eradicates 
the disease, although at enormous cost. 
In France, where isolation is practised, 
the annual cost of the disease averages 
five millions sterling. This cost falls upon 
the farmers, and not upon the Govern- 
ment, and the disease is always. present. 
In Switzerland the Federal authorities 
adopted a drastic policy of isolation, 
‘neglecting no possible precautions. After 
a trial of several months the position was 
no better than in the surrounding 
countries. In spite of the failure of 
isolation on the Continent, many English 
farmers wish to give it a trial instead of 
the present ‘policy of slaughter. The 
Staffordshire County Council has decided 
t» ask the Ministry of Agriculture to con- 
sider whether its present policy ought to 
be continued. In a very interesting article 
in The Times Lord Ernle points out that 
the only practicable alternative to slaughter 
is discovery of the nature of the disease 
and, if possible, its remedy. He advocates 
an artificial culture of the virus which 
would render immunisation. possible... He 
i Suggests that a reward of £50,000 should 
bo offered for ‘the discovery of the .virus, 
or that an island should be acquired in 
which investigations could be pursued by 
a. staff engaged at really remunerative

INDIA AS IT: IS TO-DAY.

Two years after the imprisonment of their 
leader, Gandhi, extreme Indian Nationalism 
(called Non-Co-operation Swarajism) “enters a 
new phase on January ren t 
appear at the All:India Legislative Assembly 
at Delhi as deputies. i 
Gandhi's party (once embracing practically 
the entire Indian Congress, and now compris-

Only the followers of C. R. Das, the Cal- 
cutta lawyer, formerly Gandhi's brilliant 
second-in nd, will take their seats. 
They number about seventy, out of a hund 
and forty members, but, while they hope for 
support from other disaffected elements, many 
amongst them are unknown quantities, callin 
themselves Independent Swarajists—which 
means they will most likely serve their own 
interests. 

Das secured from the Congress at Christmas 
permission for his followers to go to Delhi 
and obstruct every Government measure. 
However, it is now reported they will oppose 
only the mioney bifls, which the Executive 
can pass by decree, in spite’of the majority. 
A petition is also expected for Gandhi's re- 
lease, which the Government can ignore. 

More serious troubles are anticipated when 
the provincial Legislatures begin meeting in 
the middle of February. The Swarajists have 
a clear majority in the Central provinces, 
while in Bengal they are so strong that the 
Governor asked Das to form a Ministry, an 
offer which was refused. 

In Bombay, the Government supporters and 
Swarajists are about equal.- In the other pro- 
vinces, however, although the Swarajists are 
strong numerically, perennial Hindu aud Mus- 
sulman dissentions hamper the extremists’ ac- 
tivities. This 1s one of the many Teasons 
why Swarajism ha« decuned. 

The conclusion of the Turkish settlement 
drew off many Mok«smmedans, who cared less 
for the Syran holy places than for the 
Caliph’s seat at Constantinople. 

Further. Mustapha Kemal is too much a 
Turkish Nationalist, and too little a Pan- 
Tslamist to inspire Indian Mussulman hope of 
Turkish leadership, “while- Afghanistan, the 
second Muslem St«te. But the cradle of too 
many conquer®*s, has now yet replaced Angora 
in the eyes of Indians. 

Then. too, stories are abroad that the Trea- 
surer of the Khilafat Committee borrowed «ix 
hundred rupees of the Angora Relicf Fund, 
sinking it in his busimess, which failed.

Without Gandhi & masterful leadership it is 
hard to persuade the Hindus that the Alis 
want anything except deliverance from the 
Arabs.

A STRAUSS SONATA. 


At the recital for the| Royal Dublin Society, 
yesterday afternoon at the Theatre Royal, the 
refinement in tone and) phrasing of the ‘cello 
made it for once an ideal combination with 
the piano. Especially was this to be noted 
in the Strauss Sonata, where any, exuberance 
in style or note might have passed—as eccen- 
tricities are expected of Strauss—but would 
have obscured the real béauty of this little- 
heard work. The sonata was composed while 
Straugs was yet a ¢lassicist and a strict 
adherent to form, as the sonata shows. 

An this early work there are the germs of 
the strength and character that were bound to 
make a separate place in music, as in any 
art. The reliance upon chords is marked, 
their iteration by the piano is strikingly 
successful, while their richness in ‘cello com- 
bination foretells something of the extremes 


thematic Strauss material is largely intro- 
duced by the ‘cello: when initiated by the 
piano it rather loses. In the “ Allegro con 
brio"’ the piano passages, solo, recalled the 
brilliant quality of Commendatore Esposito's 
touch in Beethoven, while in the ‘vovement 
“ Allegro vivo” he gave instances, again 
solo, with all the subtlety and charm of a 
Debussy dream. This was the more in 
evidence as against the crisp riding rhythin 
after which it appeared. 

In the '“ Andante ma non troppo,’’ funereal 
and impressive as 4 dirge, the quality and 
truth of the ‘cello tone were constantly in 
evidence, especially when long-drawn against 
the piano. Mr. Twelvetrees has never given 
us better work, even considering his brilliant 
rendering of the Sammertini-Salmon ’cello 
Sonata in G Major. 

The Mendelssohn “ Sonata in D, Op. 58,” 
was carefully and distinctively treated by both 
‘cellist and pianist; but Mendelssohn sounds 
trite and conventional to accustomed ears, 
and it was the interpretation of Strauss that 
showed the strength and vision of both artists. 
the hmpid punty of Esposito’s touch is 
better realised in Beethoven or Mozart, but 
there was a crisp delicacy in certain 
pianissimo passages yesterday, and an attack 
in forte that revealed eclectic reading and 
breadth of technique. 


LONDON LETTER. 


THE OPENING OF 
PARLIAMENT. 


59 FLEET STREET, LONDON, 
Monpay NicnHt. 

The King and Queen will open Parlia- 

nient in State at noon to-morrow, and the 

procession from Buckingham Palace to the 


House of Lords will follow the usual route. 


The Prince of Wales and the Duke and 
Duchess of. York will be present, and it is 
expected that there will be a great gather- 
ing of Peers and Peeresses. The ceremonial 
in the House of Lords is so dignified in 
character that it always makes an im- 
pression on those present—even on those 
who attend the ceremony regularly. Many 
of the Socialist members will be present 
for the first time, and it is quite possible 
that they will be no less impressed than 
others by the dignity of a ceremonial 
which inaugurates the law-making season 
of the year. 

It is expected that the debate in the 
House of Lords to-morrow on the Address 
wil] follow precedent, and not take more 
than one day. The proposer and seconder 
are both holders of very recently conferred 
Peerages, a rather unususl selection. The 
Marquis Curzon and Earl Grey of Fallodon 
will both speak in the course of the pro- 
ceedings. 


Labour’s Amendment. 


The Labour amendment to the Address 
will be moved on Wednesday afternoon, 
and, if present ideas are carried out, tt 
will be extremely short. It is to be con- 
fined to a declaration that the Government 
has lost the confidence of the House. This 
is an amendment that it is thought the 
Liberals will support to the fullest extent 
and thus secure the fall of the Govern- 
ment. I mentioned yesterday that a great 
many Liberals were anxious to speak on 
the amendment, and, since there is nothtny 
fo stop them, it is possible that the debate 
will be a lengthy one. Socialist members 
are rather impatient and would like to 
have the division taken on Thursday at the 
latest. Their leaders, however, believe in 
safety first, and will not do anything to 
hasten the division. 


The Division. 


When the division’ takes place on th 
Socialist amendment to the Address, tt 1s 
certain to be a very full one; for there can 
be very little pairing on thjs occasion. 
Pairing is one of the advantages that must 
go out with the advent of three parties in 
the House. If we assume that 240 Conser- 
vatives and 185 Socialists vote, 55 Liberals’ 
votes given to the Socialists would make a 
tie. Mr. Macdonald, to secure a substan 
tial majority, must have the support ol 
nearly one hundred Liberals, or two-thirds 
of the members of that party. If Mr. 
Asquith maintains his present attitude, it 
is quite likely that Mr. Macdonald will 
secure the support of two-thirds, and, 
possibly, more. 


The Foreign Ministry. 


If, as is generally expected, Mr. Mac- 
donald decides to be his own Foreign 
Minister. it is certain that he will require 
assistance in leading the House of Com- 
mons. No Prime Minister, with the excep- 
tion of Lord Salisbury—-who was im the 
Upper House—has attempted to double 
the part in modern times, and even he 
found it latteriy too much for him, and in 
his last Administration handed over 
foreign affairs to the capable hands of Lord 
Lansdowne.

THEIR WORK, 
VALLEY OF THE KINGS, 
January 14, 

There was the usual fortnightly ‘Press view 
of the tomb to-day, The sepulchral hal! pre- 
sented an unusual sight, with evidence on all 
sides of the heavy work that had been accom- 
plished during the preceding week.

PARIS, Monday. 

This morning, at 11 o'clock, the Experts’ 
Committee to examine into the financial 
position of Germany held its first meeting. 
The British members are Sir Robert 
Kindesley and Sir Josiah Stamp. 

In asking General Dawes, the American 
representative, to preside, M, Barthou, the 
French Chairman' of the Reparations Com- 
mission, reminded his hearers that the Treaty 
ot Versailles, which was the charter of the 
Commission, must be also the charter of the 
Committee, and must apply the framework 
within which its labours must be completed. 
It was not expected to produce a sudden 
miracle, but much, nevertheless, was hoped 
from it; for a solution must be found, and 
upon it the peace of the world might be said 
to depend. 

General Dawes’s speech in reply was 
lengthy, vigorous. and marked by the 
picturesqueness for which he is known. He 
denounced “the foul and carrion-loving 
vultures, the Nationalistic demagogues of all 
countries who would exploit their pitiful 
ersonalities out of a common misfortune; 
Mas upon the impenetratable and colossal 
fog banks of economic opinion which obscured 
the German problem, and deprecated the 
further use of mathemati involving the 
fourth dimension. ! 

“The Committee by the instructions given 
it would be able to base their work on the 
status quo, and General Dawes evidently 
counts on its making definite proposals. 

‘The political consequences,’ he said “‘were 
not its business, but if it suggested a plan 
for the stabilisation of Getman. currency and 
the balancing of the German Budget, and this 
was ratified by the Commission, the result 
would be to start Germany towards pro- 
ductivity, the re-establishment of which was 
the starting point of Europe’s prosperity. 

“ As to economic processes in Germany, 
if a stable currency and a balanced Budget 
are revived,” he continued, “there will be 
demonstrated the capacity of Germany to pay. 
Basic and controlling banks will then first 
appear. 

‘* Any common-sense individual can esti- 
mate the distance a well man can run. Fifty 
medical experts gathered round the bedside 
of a dying patient will give 50 different esti- 
mates of how far he can run if he gets well. 

“The Reparations Commission and the 
world, so far as the question of Germany s 
capacity to pay is eoncerned, have thus far 
been listening to the médical experts. Let us 
first help Germany to get well.” 

‘* Nobody,” he added, ' could suggest any- 
thing worth while about the German Budget 
if the money collected through taxes and 
disbursed we I the Budget would not buy or 
pay for anything. 

The first step, therefore, it seemed to him, 
was to devise a system íor stabilising Ger- 
many’s currency, so that some water could 
be got to run through the Budget mill. 

“ Let us fill the mill after we find the 
stream to run and turn its wheels,”’ 

The members of the Committee lunched 
together after this morning's meeting, and 
resumed in the afternoon, having first pledged 
themselves not to receive journalists and to 
maintain absolute silence on the subject ot 
their discussions. 

Not even the expected official communiqué 
is forthcoming this evening. 


FALL OF THE FRANC.

PLANS FOR REPARATIONS 
NEEDED, 
: PARIS, Monday. 

The fact that the first Experts’ Committee 
met on the day of the most remarkable fall 
of the franc within, memory emphasises the 
necessity for tho Committee to complete its 
task with the utanést'despatch, It may, how- 
ever, be taken for granted that under the 
Chairmanship of General Dawes no time will 
be jost, and that the Committee’s decision to 
hold night as well as morning and afternoon 
sessions is symptomatic, It is understood 
that the Committee hopes thus to be able to 
leave for Berlin in a few days, possibly as 
early as Saturday. 

High hopes are entertained here that out 
of the recommendations of the two expert 
Committees will grow a concrete plan for a 
reparations settlement which will restore con- 
fidence to the business world. The fall of the 
franc on the Paris Bourse has been unin- 
terrupted since Saturday morning, when the 
£ opened at 89 francs. It closed this evening 
at 97. Financial circles attribute the fail 
chiefly to heavy buying by French banks for 
commercial needs. French merchants v Méan. 
Íoreign accounts to settle, and who delay 
payment in the hope oí a rise in the franc, 
have now decided to buy foreign carrency 
before the franc falls any further. 

It is remarkable that’ to-day the lira stands 
at a premium compared with the franc. 
Equally significant is the decision of the 
Paris Bourse of Commerce not to allow official 
, egg naga of any prices to-day owing to the 

rop in the exchange. Financial circles 
anticipate some reaction against to-day's fall 
of the franc, but it is emphasised:on all 
hands that nothing but the restoration of 
confidence here and abroad in the French 
national credit can remedy the situation. 

For this, it is considered, a definite repara- 
settlement offers the sole solution.— 
(Reuter.)

DIVER’S REPORT ON THE 
BUOYED WRECK.

WEYMOUTH, Monday. 

Dering a lull in the gale this afternoon, 
divers descended at the spot where it was 
thought the submarine L 24 had been sunk, 

They were down below for only a few 
minutes, and then signalled to be drawn up. 
Upon reaching deck again they reported that 
the obstruction was covered with seaweed and 
barnacles, and was not the L 24. 

This news was wirelessed to the harbour 
authorities at once, and all the salvage vessels 
will return to-night. 

The ‘sea bed in this vicinity is strewn with 
the wreckage of war and pre-wer disasters. 
Among the vessels lying at the bottom of the 
sea just here is at least one German submarine. 

I understand that to-morrow another search 
will be made for the L 24, but it is exceed- 
ingly doubtful if she will ever be located. 
Four currents meet hereabouts, and they, to- 
— with the turbulent state of the sea 

uring the storm that has raged since last 
Thursday, may have carried the L 24 along 
the ocean bed far away from where she was 
sunk. 

The ships engaged in the operations were 
the Raven (which carries the diving flag, and 
which has expert divers among its officers), 
the Ross (the submarine’s parent ship), and 
two trawlers, the Moordale and the St. Fagan. 

Special deep-sea diving gear and sounding 
pi ge were taken. 

he morning was spent in preparation. 
Soundings were taken, and special weights 
were attached to the divers’ boots, for at 
thirty fathoms there is so much buoyancy 
that divers can lift enormous weights unaided. 
It was not possible for the divers to begin 
actual work until slack water at 4.20 this 
afternoon.

DEATH OF A PAST CHIEF. 


STOCKHOLM (By Mail). 

The death has occurred of Edward 
Wavrinsky. Born in Sweden of Polish 
ancestry, he became a Swedish military 
officer, and in the time of Genera] Grant was 
sent to Washingten to study military tactics. 
Seized with the desire for international peace, 
he resigned his commission in order to advo- 
cate international arbitration and _ dis- 
armament. 

He became one of the members of. Parlia- 
ment for Stockholm a quarter.of a century’ 
ago. He early became chief: of the 150,000 
Good Templars in Sweden, fifty of whom 
were in Parliament. 

He was elected International Chief Templar 
in 1901 at Belfast, and later at Washington, 
Hamburg, and Christiania, leaving the chair 
at Copenhagen in 1920. He sat as Past 
President at. the international Session last 
August in London. 

After sitting as member of Parliament for 
twenty years, he went to the. Upper House. 
Recently, when over seventy years of age, 
he re-visited Finland, instituted a Finnish 
Good Templar Ledge, and formed a twin 
Grand Lodge of Finland.—(Reuter. )

LOOKING FOR REASONS FOR 


THE DECLINE. 


. PARIS, Monday. 

The decline of the franc causes increasing 
uneasiness. M. Loncheur, in an interview 
with a. provincial paper, suggests that the 
Government should appeal, as duripg the war, 
to holders of foreign securities to put them 
at the disposal of the State, and to assess 
payments in francs. He estimates at 10 
milliard the total of such holdings, which the 
Government might use in the market. to stop 
the fall and promote the recovery of the franc. 

The causes of to-day’s sudden decline can- 
not any longer be explained by the buying of 
dollars and sterling, for the end of the year 
settlement. and are being sought in France's 
relations abroad. 

The British attitude, following the as- 
sassination at Speyer and Lord Curzon’s in- 
sistence on an independent inquiry, in addi- 
tion to hostile manifestations in Germany 
against the resumption of inter-Allied military 
control, are particularly mentioned as con- 
tributing causes.

A grave step was taken to-day on the Paris 
Commercial Exchange, where, as a conse- 

uence of the further fall of the franc, it was 

ecided to suspend publication of the official 
prices of cereals, flour, sugar, and oil. 

At a general meeting of members, the 
chairmen of the various committees were 
instructed to put themselves in communication 
with the Ministry of Commerce, and a further 
meeting will be held in the morning, at which 
decisions of great importance are expected to 
be taken. 

A continued suspension would have the 
most serious effect, for the Paris Exchange is 
always looked to to regulate prices on the 
provincial markets, and such action would 
tend to make business impossible. 

The measure adopted to-day is without pre- 
cedent, save in the gravest circumstances, such 
as a mobilisation, and is deplored by some 
authorities as tending to create alarm which 
is not justified by the essential facts. 

There are rumours here to-night of a de- 
cision to close the Bourse altogether. It is 
suggested that this would be followed as a 
necessary corollary by the requisitioning of 
wheat, and an embargo on the exportation of 


flour.

CLONMEL HOUSES ISOLATED. 


The weather forecast for yesterday was 
fairly accurate. It continued cold, and after 
a fine, but dull, morning, the moderate south- 
westerly wind brought rain.

Mr. Oswald Mosiey is expected to oppose 
the motion of the Government to elect two 
of its party followers to. the Chairmanship and 
Deputy Chairmanship. These appointments 
are for the term of the Parliament, and they 
are made not by the Government—though the 
Government usually makes the nomination— 
but by the House. As the present Govern- 
ment is likely to give place to a Labour Go- 
vernment at the beginning of next week, many 
members of the Opposition parties are hostile 
to the election of two Conservatives, whose 
conduct in the chair during the last Parlia- 
ment did not escape criticism. 

It has been suggested that all difficulty would 
be avoided if the nominees of the Conservative 
Government retired from office with the pre- 
sent Government, but this arrangement 15 
opposed by private members, on the ground 
that these appointments must not be confused 
with Government offices. ; 

An attempt will probably be made to post- 
pone the election of a Chairman and Deputy 
until after the debate on the Address, when 
a new Government will be in power. The 
difficulty here is that the Speaker requires the 
help of a deputy during a long debate, and 
that, if the appointments are postponed, the 
sittings of the House will have to be sus- 
pended for short intervals in the evenings to 
enable the Speaker to get his dinner. 

After thia awkward domestic problem has 
been disposed of, the debate will commence on 
an Address submitting “our humble thanks 
to Your Majesty fur the gracivus speech which 
Your Majesty has addressed tu both Houses 
of Parliament.” 

The Address will be moved by Mr. R. 
Mitchell] Banks, M.P. for Syindon, and 
seconded wy Lord Apsley, M.P. for South- 
hampton. 

Mr. Ramsay Macdonald will follow Lord 
Apsley, and the Prime Minister will speak 
after the wpposition leader. Mr. Lloyd George 
will speak for the Liberais. : 

It is hoped that Mr. Asquith may be in his 
place, but it is not expected that he will have 
sufficiently recovered from his throat trouble 
us to be able to speak before Thursday.

THE “DIAGNOSIS MACHINE.”

NEW YORK, Monday. 

The death is announced from San Francisco 
of Dr. Albert Abrams, the famous. phvsician, 
from pneumonia. He was sixty years of age. 

Dr. Abrams, who was one of the most 
voluminous and best known writers on 
medical science in the United States, attracted 
world-wide attention two or three years ago 
by his invention of a “ diagnosis machine,’ 
which, it: was claimed, could detect and 
diagnose disease by the radio-activity of the 
patient’s blood, and a complementary thera- 
peutic or curing machine, which passes 
through the patient’s system, counteracting 
vibrations, normalising or curing the tissues 
affected by disease. i 

It was claimed that by this method persons 
suffering from such diseases as tuberculosis, 
rheumatics, and cancer had been cured. 

Several English doctors, inclading Sir 
James Barr, of Liverpool, tested Dr. Abrams’ 
method and testified to its efficacy. 

The deceased was well known in London, 
where he was a member of the Authors’ Club.

EUROPEAN RESENTMENT. 


CALCUTTA, Monday. 

The murder of Mr. Ernest Day last Satur- 
day, which is generally accepted as being the 
work of a member of the revolutionary party, 
has deeply disturbed Europeans in Calcutta.

EGYPT’S FUTURE.

RESPONSIBILITY OF THE 
ZAGHLUL PARTY. 

From Our DIPLOMATIC CORRESPONDENT. 
The overwhelming victories of the 
Zaghlulists in the Egyptian elections are not 
regarded as a matter for alarm in British 
ofticial circles. Tha Declaration of the In- 
dependence of Egypt of February 22, 1922, 
recognises the fundamental principle that 
Egypt is entitled to choose any Government 
she pleases. od 
It is clear that the present Premier and his 
Cabinet must go, and it remains to be seen 
whether Zaghlul will be ready to form a 
Ministry. Will he be willing to operate the 
machinery of government that lies to his 
hand and recognise the present Constitution 
as an accomplished fact? The Zaghlulists 
have carried on a bitter campaign against the 
Constitution on the ground that it was a 
betrayal of the ideal of complete autonomy 
and was formulated by a Government in 

which Egypt had no confidence. 

There are four conditions attaching to the 
Declaration of Independence :— 

(1) The recognition of England’s right to 
protect the Imperial communications in Kgypt. 

(2) The recognition of England's respon- 
sibitity for the protection of foreigners. 

(3) The recognition of England's respon- 
sibility for protecting Egyptian minorities. 

(4) The definition of the status of the Sudan 
to be left to further negotiations. 

The Egyptian Government can open nego- 
tiations on these four issues at any time. 
Much depends on the degree of responsibility 
assumed by Zaghlul, but the feeling in London 
is that any drastic change made in Egyptian 
affairs at present could only be a retrograde 


step. 
LEADER’S EVASIVENESS. 


Zaghlu! Pasha, discussing the possible im- 
mediate effect of the elections which have 
given him such an overwhelming majority, 
declared in an interview with Reuter’s Cor- 
respondent that if constitational procedure be 
followed, then the Premier, Yehia Pasha 
Ibrahim. must resign in the presence of two 
outstanding facts—firstly, the unmistakable 
expression of the country’s opinion ; secondly, 
the Premier himself was defeated at the 
elections by a Zaghlulist candidate. 

Reuter’s Correspondent then said :—‘ The 
obvious course in that circumstances would 
be for the King to send for you, and to ask 
you to take office. Would you, in that case, 
accept, the Premiership !’’ 

To this Zaghlul rejoined—“] would do 
whatever I conceived to be my duty to the 
nation.’’—(Reuter.) 


FRIENDLY SENTIMENTS.

Reuter’s Representative this afternoon had 
an interview with Aziz Izzet Pasha. In dis-

SOME OF LABOUR'S 
PROBLEMS,

The Times, in a leading article on the} 


opening of Parliament, says:—Never has the 
Caalvn aiihirád in ampler measure the love 
and confidence of its people& than to-day, 
when for the first time a party representing 
democratic views more advanced than any vet 
tried in office, seems destined to be called to 
its counsels. 

The Crown is the eldest of our secular in- 
stitutions, and as the eldest it inherits an 
ampler store of ancient rites and ceremomal 
than do all the rest. They are not, indeed, 
peculiar to the Crown. A_ wise instinct 
teaches us to maintain certain survivals .of 
them in our public, and even in our social, 
life. Mr. Speaker has his train; and his train- 
bearer; the Lord Chancellor sits upon the 
Woolsack, and keeps the Great Seal; the 
judges of the King’s Courts wear their robes 
of office. 

It is easy to denounce these and all other 
outward shows of antiquity as unnecessary, 
as antiquated, or as ridiculous. There are 
features, no doubt, in some of the more 
elaborate State functions which might be 
simplified or ‘suppressed Without lesseuing 
their dignity or their impressiveness. But it 
is a very superficial wisdom which supposes 
that traditional ccremoniat is without its use, 
or that it does not meet with the hearty 
approval of the people. | ' 

Akin to the question of Court ceremonial 
is the one of Court appointments, and when 
Mr. Ramsay Macdonald is summoned to form 
a Government he will have to consider how 
certain “offices of the Réyal Héusehold are to 
be filled. In former ages, as is well known, 
the great offices of the Household were of the 
first importance in the State. So lately as 
the reign of Queen Anne a statesman of the 
highest rank filled the post of Lord Chamber- 
lain, and long afterwards the office was re- 
garded as being of Cabinet rank. In more 
recent times these offices have ceased to 

sess serious political significance, but it 
oes been the practice that those who hold 
them should vacate them upon a change of 
Government. 

The same rule has applied to minor situa- 
tions iú the Household he.d by members of 
Parliament. Both classes were expected to 
attend in Parliament and to vote with the 
Ministry. The '' Bedchamber question’’ of 
1829 arose, it need hardly be said, upon the 
further problem of the position of the ladies 
of the Household on a change of Government. 
It was settled in the énd by a sensible com- 
promise; but the practice in regard to those 
officers of the Household who have hitherto 
come and gene out with the Ministry might 
obviously cause difficulty to a Labour Ad- 
ministration in view of its exiguous repre- 
sentation in the House of Lords. If so, the 
simplest and the best solution of the problem 
would seem to be for the Prime Minister to 
leave the appointment to all of these posts in 
the unfettered and personal choice of His 
Majesty. The old reasons why this choice 
could not be left to the Crown no longer exist.

UNITED STATES NAVY’S 
EXPEDITION. 


IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE.

WASHINGTON. 

Mr. Denby, Secretary of the Navy, has 
made peblic details of the Naval rd’s 
plans for the exploration of the North Pole 
regions by the Naval Aviation Section in the 
dirigible Shenandoah. The Navy Arctic ex- 

dition will have the following mission — 
1)}—Explore unknown ateas of the North 
Polar region. (2)—Establish practicability of 
the Trans-Polar air route. 

To carry out the mission the Board recom- 
mends that two vessels with mooring masts, 
six aeroplanes, and one dirigible be used, and 
that the trip be undertaken as early in the 
season as ix practicable. The plan contem- 

lates that the naval ships, each accompanied 

y three aeroplanes, i g-Á ahead to Nome, 
Alaska, and to Spitabergen, where 
liminary flights for aerial observations will be 


Thea, when all is ready on the Shenandoah, 
it will fly from Lakehurst, N.J., via the 
mooring masts at Forth Worth, Texas, San 
Diego, Puget Sound and the Nome hase; 
thence northward for the final accomplish- 
ment of the mission, the exploration of the 
North Polar regians to include a systematic 
search of the unknown region north of Alaska. 

The distances in nautical miles are outlined 
as follow:—Lakeburst to Forth Worth, 
1,191; Forth Worth to San Diego, 1,006; San 
Diego to Pucet Sound.

If any lend is located, or if the charting 
proves that land does not exist, then the 
United States will bave added that mitch to the 
scientific knowledge of the world. Imagina- 
tive people are not interested in the dull 
charting of islands, but the — States 
may be the first through this work to-estab- 
lish an air route from Western Europe to 
Japan over the top of the world. An 
istand ‘here and there as a possible landing 
place is of more interest to “le.
